The hist&dy of plents is valuable in connec- 
tion with the origins of cultivated plants and 
processes of propagation and cultivation. It has 
been translated into English, Germen and Italian. 
Theophrastus' lore on fruits has been collected 
in Walker, Wilhelm, "Die obstlehre der Griechen 
und Rémer" (Reutlingen, C. Macken, 1845); and his 
calendar is included in Stillingfleet, Benjamin, 
"The calendar of flora, Swedish and English" 
(London, Printed for the author and sold by R, 
and J. Dodsley, 1761), many times reprinted. 

The first publication of the work was in the 
Latin version: "De historia et de causis plante- 
rum libros ut latinos legeremus, Theodoro Gaza," 
(Treviso, Barth. Confalonerius, 1483, F°, Hain- 
Copinger 15491); and the Greek was first printed 
in 1497, forming part of an edition of Aristotle,

' The scanty data available on the Tradescants 
seem important because of the plants introduced 
in Great Britain in their times, many of them 
being collected for them by correspondents, and 
distributed by them to other connoisseurse 

Gunther, in his “Early British botanists end 
their gardens" (Oxford, 1922), gives a reprint 
of Tradescant's garden catalogue of 1634, also 
illuminating data from contemporary MSS; and in 
his "Early science in Oxford" (Oxford, 1925), 
he summarizes the more important date hitherto 
known on the Tradescants. It has been implied 
by some persons that the elder Tradescant sent 
collectors into North America, but Gunther does 
not show this to be a fact; he does, however, 
quote a letter written by him in 1625, while he 
was gardener to the Duke of Buckingham, to a 
correspondent in Virginia, in which he said it 
was the Duke's wish that he should “deal with 
all merchants from all places, but especially 
from Virginia, Bermudas, Newfoundland, Guinea, 
Binney, the Amazon, and the East Indies, for 
all manner of rare beasts, fowls and birds, 
shells, furs, and stones."

The fact that this work was issued in parts 
from 1750-1786 and that copies in different 
libraries vary in dates and number of plates 
makes it seem perhaps more confusing than it 
is. 1750 is usual for the beginning of the 
lst vole Bib. Banks. 3:78 says that in its 
copy there is another t.-p. printed in 1768. 
This was evidently printed when the volume was 
finished. The Arn. Arbe indicates this by giving 
1768[50]-1786 as dates for its copy. Quaritch 
Cat. 400, no.1760, speaks of a copy which “has 
the 1751 title which was cancelled subsequently 
by that issued in 1768." The Brit. Mus. Nat. 
Histe, Kew, and Kat. Landb. Bib. K¢benhavn all 
give simply 1768-1786.

There is question whether all the records of 
this work do not refer to the same issue, altho 
Pritzel, lst ed., Miltitz, col.294, and Seguier, 
pe398, quote the title very briefly, without al- 
luding to the "supplement qui contiene une de- 
scription de tous ces arbres." The title given 
above is that of Haller, Bib. Bot. 2:35, which, 
however, is anonymous, and does not give name of 
publisher. Both Seguier and Pritzel give author 
and publisher, and credit the book to “Bibl. Eu- 
gene", i.se., library of Prince Eugene in Vienna.

The title in Cat. Bib. Lausanne is sufficient- 
ly full to identify it with that of Haller, and 
there is little doubt that all the preceding ci- 
tations refer to the same issue. None of then, 
however, use the term "Nouvelle édition"™ which 
in the Brit. Mus. Cat. is added to a title sub- 
stantially same as the abovee While it is not 
very likely that a new and enlarged edition was 
issued in the same year as the first, the impli- 
cation of the Brit. Mus. entry cannot be disre- 
garded, and we treat this as a separate edition. 
If, however, it proves to be merely an expansion 
of Haller's title, it is a reasonable guess that 
the "Nouvelle édition" is based on one that is 
practically unknown, possibly a work by another 
person, revised and supplemented by Tschiffeli. 

It is‘pretty certain that.this book was 
published anonymously, because Haller, 2:35, 
gives no hint as to its authorship, altho he 
evidently examined it with some care, for he 
says it is a fairly good and practical little 
book, containing lists of the apples, plums, 
etc., then established in Switzerland. (MFW)

My first acquaintance with Thomas Tusser came through a 
book: Thomas Tusser, 1557 floruit. His Good Points of Hus- 
bandry, collated and edited by Dorothy Hartiey and published 
in London by Country Life Limited in 1931. In even a casual 
examination of his verses, however, one finds so many sur- 
prisingly familiar phrases and sayings that he promptly feels 
like an old friend and reminds the reader of the lady in the 
ancient story who "didn't see why everyone thought Hamlet 
such a good play - just a lot of old quotations strung to- 
gether." Bartlett's Familiar Quotations gives more than a 
page of lines from Tusser, and although some undoubtedly are 

“quotations” from earlier writers such as Heywood, all are 
rhythmically and memorably phrased in Tusser's characteristic 
fashion. We can thank him for such sayings as these: “Buy ing 
eee & pig in a poke,” “It is an ill wind turns none to good," 
"Naught Youtur.es naught have," "Who goeth a borrowing goeth 
& sorrowing,” "Christmas comes but once a year." 

Although A hundreth good pointes of husbandrie, printed 
in facsimile from the British Museum copy of the 1557 edition, 
and Five hundred good points of husbandry, transcribed from 
the enlarged 1571 edition, make up the bulk of Miss Hartley's 
book, I shall not try to discuss here their excellent admoni- 
tions in detail. I cannot resist saying though that Thomas's 
gift for compression is marvelous: he easily gets a whole 
Farmers' Bulletin into a stanza or so! What better directions 
could the aspiring apiculturist ask than these? 


Now burn up the bees, that ye mind for to drive, 
at Midsummer drive them, and save them alive; 
Place hive in good aier, set southly and warn, 
and take in due season, wax, honey and swarm. 


Set hive on a plank, not too low by the ground, 
where herb with the flowers may compass it round; 
And boards to defend it from north and north-east, 
from showers and rubbish, from vermin and beast. 
September's Husbandry 


It was the good husbandman himself, though, that aroused 
my warm interest, and it is about him that I should like to 
write. He happily has himself supplied much of the data which 
Miss Hartley's book makes readily available by including The 
Life of Tusser, his autobiography in verse from the 1573 edi- 
tion of the Five Hundred Points, his Beleeff, appearing in edi- 
tions from 1571 to 1580, the dedication of his book to the son 
of his former patron, Lord Thomas Paget, and finally his char- 
acteristic will discovered in the Registry at Ely. These to- 
gether with the glimpses he gives of himself through his ad- 
vice to others in the Five Hundred Points enable us not only 
to know the chief facts of his life but to form an admiring 
impression of his character. 
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In his own Life of Tusser he tells that he was “borne... 
of lineage good, of gentle blood" in Essex "in village faier 
that Rivenhall height." He gives no date, but the event is 
thought to have occurred about 1524. When “yet but yong" his | 
"good father" in spite of tears and pleading sent him to a choir 
school. It seems almost impossible that so much cruelty could 
be contained in the one short stanza he devotes to that "painfull 
time" at Wallingford: 


O painfull time, for everie crime, 

What toesed eares, like baited beares} 

What bobbed lips, what jerks, what nips} 
what hellish toies$ 

What robes, how bare! What colledge fare! 

What bread, how stale! what pennie Ale} 

When Wallingford, how wart thou abhord 
of sillie boies! 


The period at St. Pauls, where he "found grace, a cer- 
tain space, still to remaine" was happier not only because 
of Dean Colet's more merciful ideas of education but also it 
would seem because of the presence there of the organist, 
John Redford, from whom the boy gained "some part of Musicke 
art." His fondness for music I think we may assume remained 
with him always, because in his will a whole item is concerned 
with the bequest to his eldest son of his “Books of Musicke 
and Virginalls." The reputation of Nicholas Udall, the famous 
headmaster of Eton, is in no wise enhanced by the lines in which 
Tusser discusses him. 


From Paviles I went, to Eaton sent, 
To learn streight waies, the latin phraies, 
Where fiftie three stripes given to mee 
at once I had: 
For fault but small, or none at all 
It came to pass, thus beat I was, 
See Udall see, the mercie of the 
to me poore lad. 


The unhappiness of his childhood makes us rejoice doubly 
that he really found pleasure in his Cambridge years. Once 
more I shall use his own words: 


From London hence, to Cambridge thence 
With thanks to thee, 0 Trinitee, 
That to thy hall, so passing all 

I got at last: 
There joy I felt, there trim I dwelt, 
There heaven from hell, I shifted well, 
With learned men, a number then, 

‘the time I past. 


An illness, a time at court where Lord Paget, "that noble 
man," was his patron, the death of his parents, ten further 
years at court, his removal with his wife to "Suffolke soil ... 
to moil and toil," his wife's illness and death, the friend- 
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ship he found in Suffolk - all these are described simply in the 
jogging verse that even though it could never be called grace- 
ful or lilting seems effortless somehow and a natural medium for 
Thomas's storye 
His second wife, Mistress Annie Moone, “of cheerful hewe," 
appears to be Tusser's model for the good housewife. At least, 
it seems to me more plausible to think that her unfailing energy, 
thrift, good humor, firmness, efficiency, end goodness were 
patterned from Mrs. Tusser than to believe that Mr. Tusser should. 
be able out of his own head to manufacture his awe-inspiring , flist of shining 
real respect for his "Wyef," however, is plainly shown in his —/ attributes for the 
will: he leaves her "Four score Pownds of lewful monye of Eng- farmer's wife. His 
land," as well as the residue of all his "Bonds, Goods, and very 
Chattells" after his children were provided for, directs that 
Thomas, his eldest son, inherit "all those seven AcreSece 
in the Parish of Chesterton... after the deathe of Anye my 
Wyef," and finally designates her as "full and whole Executor" 
of his will in the event of the death of his sons. Here at 
least there is no mention of a "second-best bed" for admirers 
to explain away! I was pleased too that Edmond Moon, "Father 
to the said Anye," his "trustie Frend," for whom a son was 
evidently named, was constituted guardian of the children and 
"Supervisor and Overseer" of the last will and testament. 
This seemed to me to show a very happy relationship between 
Thomas and his wife's family. 


If we may again take his will as authority, he had four 
children: Thomas, John, Edmond, and Maryee In the chapter 
on Education in the Good Housewive's Lessons, we find an- 
other resentful echo of Udall. 


Not rod in madbraine's hand is that can help, 
but gentle skill doth make the proper whelpe. 


When we remember his outcry against his fifty-three stripes, 
it is a little amusing to hear him in his stanza entitled Chil- 
dren admonishing mothers thus: 


Teach child to ask blessing, serve God and to church: 
then bless as a mother, else blesse him with burch. 


His love for animals, his kindness to servants, his grati- 
tude to his patron, his ability to count his blessings are some 
of his good qualities that might be discussed and abundantly 
illustrated; but we shall try to be content here with mention- 
ing them only. . 

After telling of living in Diram, Norwich, Faiersted, and 
London from which he fled to Cambridge to escape the plague, 
Thomas closes the story of his life in this strain: 

When all is done, lerne this my sonne, 
Not friend, nor skill, nor wit at will, 
Nor ship nor clod, but onlie God, 

doth all in all: 
Man taketh paine, God giveth gaine, 
Man doth his best, God doth the rest, 
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Man well intends, God foison sendes, 
else want he shall. 


His Beleeff which seems to me the most genuinely poetic 
and dignified of his writings is an adequate expression of 
what must have been Tusser's very real religious faith. I 
should like to quote the first three stanzas: 


This is my stedfast creed, my faith, and all my trust, 

that in the heavens there is a God, most mighty, mild, 
and just: 4 

A God above all Gods, a King above all Kings, 

the Lord of Lords, chief Governor, of heaven and 
earthly things. 


That power hath of life and death, of heaven and hell. 
That all things made, as pleaseth him, so wonderful 
to tell; 
That made the hanging skies, so deckt with divers lights, 
of darkness made the cheerful days, and all our rest- 
full nights. 


That clad this earth with herb, with trees, and sundry 
fruits, : 

with beast, with bird, with wild and tame, of strange 
and sundry suits; 

That intermixt the same with mines, like veins of ore, » 

of silver, gold, of precious stones, and treasures 
many morée 


In spite of this reverent attitude toward his Lord, Tusser 
realized that His earthly representatives were not always what 
they should be; but he is happily able to solve the problem 
for his readers by the following advice in July's Husbandry: 


Pay justly thy tithes, whatever thou be, 

that God may in blessing, send foison to thee: 
Though curate be bad, or the parson as evil, 
go not for thy tithing, thyself to the devil. 


Since Tusser had loved Cambridge as a young man, it is 
pleasant to think of his living there, during his later years. 
His will was written there April 25, 1580, and he died in that 
same year.e The efficient husbandman wrote even an epiteph for 
himself, and with it we shall close. 


Here Thomas Tusser, clad in earth, doth lie, 

who sometime made the Points of Husbandry: 

By him then learn thou may'st, - here. learn we must, 
when all is done, we sleep, and turn to dust: 

And yet, through Christ, to heaven we hope to go, 
who reads his books, shall find his faith was so.

In 
this issve the plates were numbered and the let- 
terpress omitted." Wheldon & Wesley furthermore 
state that the 93 plates are numbered 1-89, 91- 
93, 90 being misprinted as 69. This is not the 
case with the Lib. Cong. copy, which appears to 
be numbered consecutively 1-93. A careful com- 
parison with the edition of 1608 shows that the 
Lib. Cong. copy has ell the original 73 plates, 
together with 20 additional ones, probably rep- 
resenting recently introduced plants. 
Another copy with the same title quoted by M. 

Nijhoff, List Nr. CLI, item 146, may be like the 
above. It is said to be the "Very scarce third 
edition, unknown to Robert-Dumesnil,"” and is de- 
scribed as having "Title-page in cartouche and 
93 plates of flowers." Nijhoff gives its date 
as "about 1630," which would be impossible with 
the name of Lovis XIV in the title, as he did not 
come to the throne until 1643.

The history of this firm has been given in considerable de- 
tail by both Gusteve Heuzé, in Jour. Agr. Prat. 63(2):407-416 
(Sept.21,1899) (a); and W. Roberts, in Gard. Chron. (3) 71:54 
(Feb.4,1922). According to Roberts the firm goes back in one 

sense to the 17th century, as it absorbed the ancient business 
of the Sieur Le Febvre, which existed before 1692 on the Quai 
de la Megisserie, Paris. 

The actual founder of the present house wes Pierre Geoffrey, 
who died June 2, 1728, and whose daughter Claude married Pierre 
Andrieux, "Botaniste du roi Louis XV." Adelaide, the daughter 
of Pierre Andrieux, was married July 14, 1774, to Philippe Vic- 
toire Levéque de Vilmorin (1746-1804), who had already been for 
some time associated in the business of Andrieux. Mr. Roberts 
infers from a broadside of 1769, signed "Vilmorin-Andrieux," 
that this hed already become the name of the firm. The broad- 
side refers to Vilmorin as "Gendre et unique successeur du feu 
Sr. Andrieux, précedemment au coin de l'Arche Marion, marchand 
grainier fleuriste et boteniste ordinaire du Roi." According 
to Heuzé, however, the firm name became Andrieux et Vilmorin in 
1775, that is, after the marriage of Vilmorin with Adelaide 
Andrieux, and continued the same even after the death of Pierre 
Andrieux in 1779, down to July 1, 1780, when it beceme Vilmorin- 
Andrieux. Inasmuch as the broadside cited by Roberts explicitly 
shows that Andrieux hed died before Dec. 1, 1769, the date 1779 
given by Heuzé for his death must have been due to a typograph- 
ical error, and Heuzé's further statement that a great many use- 
ful plants introduced by the firm and listed in Le Bon Jardinier 
between 1755 and 1778 were “publiées par Andrievx" is incorrect 
unless we understand the latter to have been merely the name of 
the firm. That this was the case is amply proven by catalogues 
referring to the business under “le sieur Andrieux" as late as 
1771, and “Andrieux et Vilmorin in 1778. 

In 1779, according to Heuzé, the friendly relations between 
this firm and the explorer André Michaux, enabled Vilmorin to 
distribute a great many exotic North American trees. In 1793, 
Philippe Victoire de Vilmorin was one of a group of scientists 
who made a heroic but unsuccessful attempt to save the celebre- 
ed Pépiniére de Chartreux, which occupied 38 hectares. 

The address on the broadside of 1769 cited by Roberts is "Au 
Roi des Oiseaux, et A la renommée, ci-devant Au Coq de la Bonne 
Foy, Quai de la Megisserie." Heuzé (p.410) seys that the sign 
"Au Roi des Oiseaux" was used from 1747 to 1793, but during the 
Revolution it was changed to "Au 1'Oiseau Nationel."

From the foregoing notes on the history of 
the firm it is evident that nearly all the cat- 
alogues issued in the 18th century were under 
the name of Andrieux, or Andrieux et Vilmorin;

We have several sets of plates referred to N. Visscher, either 
as engraver or publisher. Pritzel, 2d ede, no. 10801, among anon- 
ymous works lists: "Livre nouveau de fleurs, tres util pour orfe- 
vrerie, et autres. Dédié°aJean de Leins a Amsterdam chez Nic. 
Visscher. 1625," with a later issue at Paris, 1645, by Baltasar 
Moncornet, under whose name both these series are entered in the 
present bibliography, altho it now seems as if they might better 
have been entered under Visscher, since Moncornet apparently re- 
printed Visscher's original seriese 


Wheldon and Wesley, in their Illus. Cat. Rare Books (1923), 
NeSe, NOe 6 (1923), item 130, offered two series of plates under 
"Visscher (N.) and F. de Wit." The first is entitled "Theatrum 
florum," with Amsterdam bracketed as place of publication, and 
is supposed to have been published about 1620. But altho the 8 
plates of Pt.i are inscribed "Ex formis Nicolai Visscher," the 
first of the 16 plates of the 2d part have "Theatrum florum se- 
conda pars, excudit F. de Wit." Frederik de Wit (Widt or Witt) 
flourished from 1648 to 1698, and it seems very improbable that 
he could have engraved these sets of plates as early as 1620 or 
even 1625. It seems more plausible that some of the plates of 
Visscher may have come into De Wit's possession and have been 
reprinted by the latter in the last quarter of the 17th century, 
when we find a number of other works credited to him.

Lewis, 1931 ed., pe78-80, gives a full de- 
scription of this edition, which he says is un- 
recorded as far as he knows. Because the paper 
was watermarked 1788, and the type used was 
Fournier instead of Caslon, the only face used 
at Strawberry Hill, and because of the typo- 
graphical errors in the French version, Lewis 
inferred that the copy belonged to a pirated 
English edition. John Bell may have issued this 
edition, since in a letter to Lady Ossory on 
Feb.6,1789, Walpole wrote that Bell had cheated 
him "literally of above 500 1." on the lest 
volume of the Anecdotes of Painting (the one in 
which the essay on gardening appeared). "Ac- 
cording to Mr. Stanley Morrison, Bell showed by 
the face he cut in 1788 his familiarity with 
certain characteristics of Fournier's type."

Mr. Roberts, Gard. Chron. (3) 64:71-72 (Aug. 
17, 1918), says: "It was printed for John Webb, 
seedsman, at the Acorn, in Bridge Street, West- 
minster, and extends to 78 pages querto. It is 
undated, but from its typographical get-up may 
have been published about 1750." 

It seems possible that the list in possession 
of Mr. Roberts may have been one that was noted 
in the London Magazine for 1754, as follows: 

"A compendious and methodical account of seeds 
and roots, shewing their kinds, season of sowing, 
planting, and culture, according to the new stile, 
having been lately printed for John Webb, seeds- 
man, in Bridge-street, Westminster; as the season 
is advancing when these gifts of divine Providence 
are (as they usually do) coming into general use, 
for the benefit, health, and convenience of man- 
kind, we shall give our readers the following ex- 
tract from it, which relates to sallad seeds." 

The extract, London Magazine, ve23, p.27-28, 
73-74 (1754), consists of paragraphs on “lettice" 
endive, celery, spinage, parsley, finochia, tar- 
ragon, onion, leek, carrots, parsnips, turnips, 
radishes, beets, skirret, scorzonera and shallote 

There was also a bare announcement of a list, 
which must have been the one extracted above, in 
the Gentleman's Magazine, v.23, p.542 (Nov.1753), 
where the title reads: "A catalogue of seeds and 
roots, under their proper heads. Webb." Weston, 
Cat. (1769), p53, gives this as "A catalogue of 
seeds and roots, under their proper heads, by W. 
Webb, seedsman, 1753." It would seem as if the 
initial "W." used by Weston must have been pure 
invention. Johnson, p.205, evidently following 
Weston, also says "W. Webb, seedsman." (Boehmer, 
Bib. Script. Hist. Nat. 3(1):709, gives "A cata- 
logue of seeds and roots, divided under their 
proper heads, shewing their different kinds ... 
colours of flowers, height and time of flowering. 
London, 1754." Boehmer does not name the author, 
but there is little doubt the 1753 issue was by 
John Webb, and it seems rather doubtful whether 
there ever was any "W. Wedd." (4%¥W)

His 
son, F. de Wit II, a mathematician as well as a draughtsman, in- 
herited the business in 1698, and sold it in 1706 to C. Mortier 
and J. Covens. He died in 1712, and the third Frederik de Wit 
was not known tillabout 1723. 


Nagler, 21:559 (1851), mentions the maps of the first de Wit 
and gives titles of works published by him in 1631 and 1653, al- 
so others undated. A “Theatrum florun" consisting of 15 leaves, 
is listed by Nagler without a date. There was a “Theatrum flo- 
rum seconda pars, F. de Wit excudit,” which was advertised by 
Wheldon & Wesley, Illus. Cat. Rare Books (1923), nese, 6, item 
130, under the names of "Visscher (N.) and F. de Wit." The first 
8 plates of this set are inscribed "Ex formis Nicolai Visscher," 
and the date of publication given by Wheldon & Wesley is around 
1620. This seems a trifle early for de Wit, altho Nagler gives 
a work by him in 1631, which is also the date given by the Inter- 
nationaal Antiqueriaat, Cat.80, no.567, for a copy of the "“Flori- 
legium” of Sweerts published by "Fred. de Wit." It seems rather 
probable that some of Visscher's copperplates had come into pos- 
session of de Wit, and had been reissued by the latter at a much 
later date. There is in fact a "Theatrum florum" in two parts, 
entered under Frederik de Wit in the Brit. Mus. Cat., with the 
date 1690. It would not be surprising if the copy offered by 
Wheldon & Wesley should prove to be actually an issue of this. 


From the dates of the various titles referred to Frederik de 
Wit, running from 1631 to 1690, it is evident that all of them 
must have been published by the first of the name, altho it may 
seem that 163] is early for a man who probably lived till about 
1698, when the business passed into the hands of his son. Most 
of the titles are dated in the second half of the 17th century, 
well within the period of his activity.

A very clear statement of the relations be- 
tween the first and second editions is given by 
Constantia Maxwell in her “Editorial note," in 
Young, Arthur, "Travels in France" (Cambridge, 
1929), as follows:
